With Mussolini given satisfaction, 
the Danzig situation brought into 
the foreground the figure of Adolf 
Hitler, chancellor of Nazi Germany 
It was a Nazi follower of Hitler, Dr. 
Arthur Greiser, president of the 
Danzig senate, who demanded inde¬ 
pendence for the former German 
city now surrounded by Polish ter¬ 
ritory and who denounced the 
league and Scan Lester, league high 
commissioner for the port. 

Observers were of the opinion 
that Greiser was acting under or¬ 
ders from Chancellor Hitler, in 
view of Germany's expansionist 
program and its rearmament, they 
feel that Danzig will be the next 
Nazi objective now that the Rhine¬ 
land is remilitarized. By the elim¬ 
ination of Commissioner Lester or 
by the curtailment of his authority 
over the international affairs of the 
city, it is believed the Nazi would 
be in a position to crush the opposi¬ 
tion party and pave the way for an¬ 
nexation of Danzig by Germany. In 
the event of a Nazi putsch on Dan¬ 
zig, it was believed that Britain and 
France would co-operate in oppos¬ 
ing it.

W ASHINGTON.—Sooner or 
later the sham in a candi¬ 
date shows up during a 
campaign—if he has a 
weak spot.

July 4th Celebrations 
Cost 346 Lives in U. S. 

A TOLL of 346 lives was exacted 
in the celebration of the Fourth 
of July throughout the United 
States. 

Booming cannon crackers played 
a comparatively innocent part in 
the slaughter, for only 11 lives were 
lost in accidents due to fire¬ 
crackers. 

But if the nation heeded warnings 
about the danger of fireworks, it 
forgot the menace of motoring ac¬ 
cidents, for 208 people in 36 states 
were killed as the result of acci¬ 
dents on streets and highways. 
Ninety persons were drowned in 36 
states. Miscellaneous tragedies ac¬ 
counted for 37 additional fatalities 
in 15 states. 

Not since 1931 has the celebration 
of America's patriotic holiday 
claimed so many victims. In that 
year the death total from accidents 
leached 483.

Roosevelt and Landon 
Return to Their Desks 

T HE Presidential candidates of 
both the Democratic and the 
Republican parties returned to their 
desks in their respective capitals 
following absences. 

President Roosevelt came back to 
Washington after a three-day pil¬ 
grimage to Virginia. Included on 
his program was the dedication of 
the Shenandoah National park, his 
Fourth of July address from the 
portico of Thomas Jefferson’s home 
at Monticello and his visit to Wil¬ 
liamsburg, capital of the Old Do¬ 
minion from 1699 to 1779. In his ad¬ 
dress at Jefferson’s home, the Pres¬ 
ident called on the nation to rekin¬ 
dle the “sacred file" of “true free¬ 
dom ’ which had lighted the “golden 
age of American history. He de¬ 
clared the present emergencies re¬ 
quire the same leadership as that 
displayed by the founder of the 
Democratic party. 

Gov. Alf M. Landon returned to 
Topeka. Kan., after a vacation in 
the Colorado mountains, for the re¬ 
convening of the state legislature 
and for the acceptance speech at 
the Republican notification ceremo¬ 
nies July 23. National significance 
was attached to the meeting of the 
Kansas legislature because of the 
fact that it would have to desil with 
old-age pensions, unemployment in¬ 
surance and general social welfare 
legislation and that an amendment 


' ’ ing throughout the nation’s 
steel mills in a drive to enroll 500,- 1 
000 workers into one big union, the 
National Labor Relations Board re- j 
opened a fight in the courts to force j 
steel companies to accept the Na- ! 
tional Labor Relations act as a 1 
means of keeping peace 

The board announced it had peti- j 
tioned the Federal Circuit Court of 
Appeals at New Orleans in a new 1 
effort to enforce the act. 

Meanwhile the full resources of I 
the $5,000,000,000 steel industry were 
marshaled against the unionization 
drive. Observers pointed out that 
the situation was fraught with grave 
possibilities, of industrial warfare. 
Principal steel companies who have 
banded together in a militant ef¬ 
fort to maintain the open shop 
warned employees not to be “mis¬ 
led” into affiliation with the Amal¬ 
gamated Iron, Steel and Tin Work¬ 
ers Union, which forms the basis of 
organized labor’s drive. 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers and head of 
the committee for industrial organ 
ization, in a radio address broad 
cast from Chicago entitled "Indus¬ 
trial Democracy in Steel," sought 
the support not only of union labor, 
but of the public generally in his 
crusade. 


The trouble about that is this: 
You can’t run the President's job 
and talk casually to the mass of 
people, any more than you can run 
a delicate airplane and permit 
everybody to come and play with 
you in the control room. I think 
the President's job is the most ex¬ 
acting one in the government. 
What Lemke is really aiming at 
is tiie vice-president's job, or the 
soft job of sitting outside a little 
used committee room doorway in 
the senate office building. 

The President lias to carry out 
so many individual duties laid on 
him by acts of congress that he 
doesn’t have a chance to talk to 
the people he would really like to 
see. He has personally to sign so 
many papers that hours each week 
are thus consumed. He cannot del¬ 
egate these duties to secretaries 
or deputies—congress makes the 
President work, and work hard. In 
fact, he works so hard and so in¬ 
tently that even members of his 
own staff do not have a chance 
to see him except on special oc¬ 
casion. 


CIVIL SERVICE 

The administration seems to me 
to be very patient under the at¬ 
tacks of critics who keep saying 
that Roosevelt has extended the old- 
fashioned political spoils system 
and ruined the civil service. The 
administration, by presidential or¬ 
der or act of congress, has re¬ 
moved the greedy hand of the poli¬ 
tician from 13 governmental agen¬ 
cies—and us far as I know no op¬ 
ponent of theirs has ever men¬ 
tioned it yet. Incidentally, most 
of the agencies which have moved 
over into the civil service are agen¬ 
cies of social justice, carrying out 
the President’s good neighbor 
ideal 

The list is headed by the New 
Deal's flail for driving crooked 
money changers out of the temple 
of finance. I refer to the securities 
and exchange commission, which 
is daily making it harder for 
crooks to flood the country with 
fake stock. Old Dealers tread soft¬ 
ly in mentioning the work of the 
present administration in cleaning 
up the field of stock and bond sell¬ 
ing—because there is still plainly 
visible the mark of ruin left by 
such institutions as the Insull em¬ 
pire. 

The federal communications 
commission has come under the 
civil service. That commission 
protects the telephone and radio 
fields from piracies, and will be 
a strong hand in keeping down tele¬ 
phone rates. The social security 
board, with its old age pension 
policies, and aid to the infirm, the 
aged, and underprivileged chil¬ 
dren, is now under civil service— 
far removed from the politicians’ 
appointing hands. The Farm Cred¬ 
it administration, developed by this 
administration into an agency po¬ 
tentially as powerful in agriculture 
as the Federal Reserve system in 
other fields, is under civil service 
now. There's an achievement to 
be proud of. yet you never hear the 
yelping critics make mention of it. 

Now you would think that the 
great Republican party, which lias 
been so pure about appointments in 
the past (!) would have jumped in 
the air and clapped three times 
for the opportunity it had in the 
last hours of congress to help put 
all postmasterships in the ci'il 
service. Most of them are there 
now: but the big plums are still 
appointive jobs, and politics is like¬ 
ly to rule instead of merit. It 
takes an act of congress to make 
such a change, but Roosevelt has 
indicated that lie wants the eivil 
service extended as rapidly as pos¬ 
sible. Well, the Republicans have 
it on their record now that they 
managed to block that bill. They 
can't conscientiously charge Roose¬ 
velt with preferring politics to mer -1 
it because they themselves, by par¬ 
liamentary tactics, prevented this 
reform. Apparently they would 
rather have the situation just as it 
is—smearing and criticizing—but 
refusing to help matters. Dogs in 
tiie manger could not have played 
a more destructive role.

FULL STORY OF AAA 

In the polished steel recesses of 
the new Archives building, where 
the government s final papers are 
laid to rest, will now remain for 
all time the official story of the 
AAA from the moment it started to 
the moment it ended under the 
hammer blows of the United States 
Supreme court. A 317-page report 
from Chester Davis, the former ad¬ 
ministrator for AAA, now a mem¬ 
ber of the Federal Reserve board, 
tells the whole story. 

I am impressed with Chester Da¬ 
vis’ emphasis on the legal diffi¬ 
culties. It gives me the impres¬ 
sion that some day when we have 
risen higher in national intelligence, 
we will use that intelligence to lo¬ 
cate a patli of realism rather than 
permit ourselves to be run by le¬ 
gal technicalities. Tiie AAA report 
is an eloquent pier for less law, 
fewer lawyers, and more light on 
ways and means of doing tilings 
directly. 

The money story of AAA has 
been told in several ways. Here’s 
the final sum total: 

In the three AAA years cash in¬ 
come from the five major commod¬ 
ities under AAA—cotton, wheat, to¬ 
bacco, corn and hogs, rose from 
5-1,365,000,000 in 1932 to $2,593,000,- 
J00 in 1935. Cash income from all 
jther products rose from•'>3,012,000,- 
J 00 to $4,307,000,000. Three-fourths 
of the gain was from increase in 
prices; the remaining 25 per cent 
from benefit payments. The turn¬ 
ing point in agricultural fortunes 
was coincident with the operation 
of the AAA. Furthermore, the farm 
spending for necessities increased. 
Forty per cent of the big boost in 
"•tad business throughout the coun- 


ROOSEVELT’S SMART MOVE 
When the emergency organiza¬ 
tions were thrown together in 1933 
to stop the panic and feed the hun¬ 
gry, there were not enough persons 
on the civil service rolls to fill the 
jobs necessary.

C'OR the busy housewife a meat 
1 loaf that may be prepared and 
served easily is always welcomed 
and appreciated. 

Ham and Veal Loaf. 

Mix all the following ingredients 
and pour into a well-buttered loaf 
pan: Two cups of cooked, chopped 
ham, one cup of cooked, chopped 
veal, three tablespoons of chopped 
celery, one tablespoon of chopped 
onion, two tablespoons of chopped 
pimientos, one teaspoon of salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon of paprika, two 
beaten eggs, one cup of soft bread 
crumbs, one cup of milk and two 
tablespoons of butter, melted. When 
well mixed, bake 30 minutes in a 
moderate oven. Garnish with pars¬ 
ley when serving. 

Pear Salad 

Use two tablespoons of mayon¬ 
naise mixed with one-half cup 
of celery and one-third of a cup 
of candied ginger. Arrange eight 
halves of pears on lettuce and 
stuff the centers with the above 
mixture. It may then be topped 
with mayonnaise. 

Mashed Sweet Potatoes. 

Take three cups of mashed sweet 
potatoes, mix with one egg yolk, two 
tablespoons of butter, one-half tea- 




spoon of salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
of paprika. Beat well then drop 
portions on a buttered baking sheet 
and spread with the stiffly-beaten 
egg white.

Blue, Difficult Color 

The first discovery of n blue pig¬ 
ment for more than a hundred years 
was announced recently, says Indus 
trial Britain. The two blues most 
widely used at the present time are 
ultramarine, discovered In 1704. and 
Prussian blue, discovered In 1820. The 
new color, which Is known ns monnstrnl 
fast blue, was discovered by the chem¬ 
ists of British Dyestuffs, now a sub¬ 
sidiary of Imperial Chemical Indus¬ 
tries, Ltd. It Is elninicd for this new 
blue that it alone fulfills all the quali¬ 
fications demanded of a pigment, 
namely, fastness to light, heat, acids 
and alkalis, chemical inertia, high 
tinctorial value and brilliance of 
shade. Until now blue has been the 
most difficult color In tho whole 
spectrum range nml none has given 
complete satisfaction owing to Its 
lack of one or more of the qualities 
mentioned In tlie preceding sentence 
It seems likely, therefore, that monas- 
tral bine will have far-reaching effects 
mi color-using industries genernllv.

Winslow had given Mr* Selby work 
In his office, and "three years after 
Selby's death, love culminated In the 
ceremony at St. Stephen's."
